The flgarae of blrthe and deaths shown In this statement 
for week ending the 21st Jot^o, 1962, relato to 175 
towns with an estimated popolation of 22,411 thoosands. 
The total namber of towns is 281 and their popolation is 
34,646 thousands. Thus 62% of the total number of towns 
representing i',6% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 12,63.3 and 6,686 representing birth and 
death rates of 29 ■ 1 and 15’ 3 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) State* (Parts A dS O ). — The data here relate to 140 
towns with an estimated popuiatloo of 18,777 thousands. 
Information about Bihar and VVost Bongal could not bo in- 
cluded. The total nnmber of towns is 23fi and their popnlation 
is 29p361 thousands. Thus C0% of the total number of towns 
representing 64% of the total oopulation is oovered. The 
numbers of births mid deaths recorded in these towns were

The total nnmber of towns is 46 and their population is 6,194 
thousands. Thus 76% of total number of towns repre- 
senting 70% of the total population Is oovered. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded, in these towns were 
1,797 and 787 representing Wrth and death rates of 26*7 
and 11 '3 par thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 60 or over per 
thousand of population.
